"The young folks of today think that the court- 


ing couples of 20, 30 and 40 years ago had a tame 
ftime. 
Maybe we did, but it didn't seem so then, 


and I really believe we enjoyed life more. At any 
.rate, we were building up a wholesome America 
jof honorable sons, respected womanhood and real 
home life. Maybe it was tame, but if I had it to
